Hot 


weather is hard on fat animals, the 
lortly porker included. That is why 
a well-made, sanitary hog wallow is 
like a Coney island bathing beach for 
the hogs. 
A popular and serviceable 


type of wallow advocated by the United 
States 
department of 
agriculture 


should be made of concrete about 12 
inches in depth and large enough to 
accommodate the herd of hogs. 
The 


wallow should be supplied with Ji 
satisfactory intake and outlet so that 
it can be filled about two-thirds full 
of water and drained every few days, 
or as often as is necessary to keep the 
pool fresh and cleanly.

Face Two Extremes. 


The hog jrrower in many of the lead- 


ing pork producing' states .faces two 
temperature extremes during the year. 
During the winter, unless he'provides 
comfortable houses and warm quar- 
ters, his hogs are likely to suffer from 
the cold, while In the summer sea- 
son he must handle the animals under 
conditions of extreme heat 
Any 


animal as fat as the average hog 
which Is to be marketed In the late 
summer or early fall suffers greatly 
during hot weather, and unfortunately 
many hog farmers neglect to provide 
shelter and protection for their hogs 
from the extreme heat.

weather hogs need plenty of shade— 
natural shade such as Is furnished by 
trees and bushes being the best.

indebted to the "avaricious designs of 
Senor Venustiano 'Carranza and -the 
men "who composed Ms government 
SVhcn Carranga"decided upon his' faT 
tal flight, toward Vera Cruz he rea- 
soned-, evidently, that inasmuch as 
lie was moving his government .he 
should •also move _all the' loose 
change -that was lying about the 
eiiprtal. 
' One of "the first sources of funds 
lie recalled was the million or so 
pesos in gold which had been depos" 
ited in trust to guarantee -the issue 
of paper money. The Chambers of 
"Commerce"of Mexico 'had backed 
ifchis issue on the -condition "that one 
peso of gold should 'be deposited for 
every peso of paper that was prin- 
ted: and the gold Was to be 'kept in a 
strong ibox under the supervision of 
a ."committee which the 
'Chambers 


appointed. Newman t\s a member of

American Chamber of 
Commerce, 


.was appointed 'to the committee. • 


Newman also was one of two men,

"tlie yield'of corn was increased rath- 
er than decreased.

corn yield," "Coming crop to mix >yith 
rorn silnge," "Very good crop." "Exrject 
to jilnnt 'bcims with every hilUof corn 
next year," were included in the farm- 
ers' reports to the experiment station. 


Soy lieans are high in protein con- 


tent, and therefore the mixed silage is 
richer than corn silage.
